_|stated he believed BOUNDS first met SAMUEL GUZZINO a 

few years ago when BOUNDS began working as a cook at ValentinojRestaurant. 
GUZZINO owned thè restaurant as well as other interests in thè Chicago 
Heicrhts area, and was considered to be a wealthy and powerful man. 

stated that it was generally known to thè residents of thè area 
and that GUZZINO was a member of thè "Mafia" or thè "Syndicate". While 
working as a pizza maker at Valentino 1 s, BOUNDS also met GUZZINO's 
daughter, PERRY, and subsequently became involved in a scheme to marry 
her. GUZZINO was very interested in having his daughter "married off", 
and proposed that he would provide his daughter with a substantial sum 
of money after her first year of matrimony. PERRY and BOUNDS arranged 
their "marriacre of convenience" for thè monev and later had one child;
